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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant argues prior art of record does not teach transfering a list of shared files and that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references. The examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying 
the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found 
either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 
1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case however Dutta 
et al (2002/0138471) does teach a list of files at parg. 59-60 (search results are a list of files). Dutta does not explicitly teach transferring 
however Nair (2004/019,3900) teaches transfering at parg. 9. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to combine the cited references to provide a simple means to exchange files at parg. 9, lines 16-17. 



The After Final Amendment will not be entered as new claims 35-36 raise new issues which require further search and consideration.
